| gagements extending to the Congo, 
as well as those resulting from the 
letters exchanged on Sept. 19, 1914, 
land April 29, 1916, and the declara- 
tion of Great Britain and the re- 
public on April 19, 1916.

their neutrality,” Propaguada 
Minister Paul Goebbels has 
issued a broadcast in which he 
charges The Netherlands and 
Belgium of participation “in a 
plot to start a revolution in 
Germany.” 

At the same time the German 
government issued an official 
memorandum to the Belgian 
and Netherlands governments 
in which the charges are elab- 
orated, 

Both the Goebbels statement 
and the official memorandum 
were dismissed in neutral em- 
bassies with one word, “bun- 
kum.” The general feeling in 
those quarters is that the Ger- 
man leaders are showing a 
“child-like belief in their abil- 
ity to fool all the people all the 
time,” and it is generally be- 
lieved that the statement and 
memorandum are for “home 
consumption” inside the Reich. 


BERLIN, May 10—Following ts 
the text of a German memoran- 
dum addressed to the Belgian and 
Netherland governments: 

The Reich government for a long 
time has known of the main aim of 
British and French war policy. It 
consists of the expansion of war to 
other countries and the misuse of 
their peoples as auxiliary mercen- 
ary troops by England and France. 
The last attempt in this direction 
was a plan to occupy Scandinavia 
with the aid of Norway in order to 
establish a new front there against 
Germany. 

This attempt was frustrated at the 
zero hour through Germany's inter- 
ference. Germany gave the world 
public documentary proof of that. 

Immediately after the failure of 
the British and French action ia 
Scandinavia, England and France 
resumed their policies for the ex- 
pansion in other directions. 


TRANSFER FLEETS 


Thus, during the flight-like re- 
treat of the British troops from 
Norway the English prime minister 
announced that England, because of 
the changed situation, was now in a 
Position to transfer the main force 
of her fleet to the Mediterranean 
and the English and Frencn units 
were already on their way to Alex- 
andria. 

The Mediterranean now became | 
the centre of the Anglo-French war 
propaganda, Partly this was intend- 
ed to conceal the defeat in Scandin- 
avia and the great loss of prestige 
thereby suffered from their own 
people and from the orld, and 
partly to make it appear as if the 
Balkans now had been selected as 
the next theatre of war against 
Germany.

For some time it has been real- 
ized by the German government 
that the true object of Britain and 
France is this: a carefully prepared 
and now imminent attack on Ger- 
many in the west with the view to 
advancing towards the Ruhr district 
across Belgian and Dutch territory 

Germany has recognized and res- 
pected the integrity of Belgium and 
Holland on the natural supposition 
that the two countries would pre- 
serve the strictest neutrality in the 
event of war between Germany on 
one hand and Britain and France 
on the other. 

Belgium and Holland have 
complied with this condition. 

It is true that so far they have 
tried to retain the outward appear- 
ance of neutrality, but the countries 
have favored Germany's enemies 
with complete partiality and have 
been supporting them in their in- 
tentions. 

Basing their views on documents 
in their possession and particulai*y 
on appended reports of .he Reich 
ministry of the interior of March 
29, 1940, and of the German high 
command of May 4, 1940, the Ger- 
man government desires to draw 
attention to the following facts: 


ANTI-GERMAN ATTITUDE 

First, since the outbreak of the 
war the Belgian and Dutch press 
have shown an anti-German atti- 
tude in excess even of that taken 
by British and French newspapers.

Thus Belgium, to give an ex- 
ample, has exclusively fortified 
herself. Facing France no for- 
tifications of any kind have been 
built. The repeated urgent repre- 
sentations of the German govern- 
ment were, it is true, answered 
each time by the Belgium govern- 
ment with assurances that care 
would be taken to put an end to 
this state of affairs, which oper- 
ates against Germany only. In 
actual fact, however, nothing was 
ever done and all promises in this 
direction remained unfulfilled. 


On the contrary, Belgium up to} 
this very moment continued exclu- | 
to perfect | 


sively and unabatingly 
her fortifications. Her Dutch coast 
represents an equally open and un- 
guarded means of entry for 
British air force. The German gca@’- 
ernment has furnished the Dutch 
government, by a series of com- 
munications, with proof of the vio- 
lation of Dutch neutrality by Brit- 
ish aircraft. 

Since the outbreak of the war, 
British airmen have been appear- 
ing almost daily over German terri- 
tory coming from Holland.

While the no-confidence resolution was 
aimed at the Government as a body, the 
debate in the British House of Commons 
made plain that what the sponsors really 
wanted was to compel Mr. Chamberlain to 
resign. The Prime Minister was singled 
out by Mr. Lloyd George and other chief 
critics for personal attack, while col- 
leagues more intimately responsible for 
the operations in Norway came in for only 
incidental straffing. 

Mr. Chamberlain has never regained 
the prestige he lost through his well-meant 
but hopeless attempts to ‘‘appease”’ the in- 
appeasible Hitler. The “surrender” at 
Munich has been neither forgotten nor 
forgiven; nor has due recognition ever 
been given to the undoubtable fact that the 
Allies were not at that time in any posi- 
tion to refuse the Hitler demands and face 
immediate war. 

From that humiliating encounter Mr. 
Chamberlain emerged with a reputation 
for being too easy-going to deal success- 
fully with the scheming Adolf. Not unna- 
turally it was upon him blame was placed 
when the Allies withdrew from southern 
Norway and left the Fuehrer again in pos- 
session of the spoils he sought. 

The vote on the censure motion gave 
the Government a majority of 81. But the 
figures are deceptive. There ware 130 
members absent when the vote was taken. 
Less than half the total membership re- 
corded support for the ministry—which in 
the circumstances meant the Prime Minis- 
ter. The verdict has to be taken as one of 
acquittal rather than approval. As a de- 
claration of confidence it is less positive 
than the recorded figures appear to be. 


The Facts of the Matter 


Mr. Churchill threw more light on the 
events in Norway than all the other speak- 
ers together — and generated less heat 
than most of them. Against the vituper- 
ative outburst of Mr. Lloyd George, his 
plain recital of facts was deadly. 

For the whole plan of operations there, 
Mr. Churchill took full responsibility. 
There was ‘“‘no word of truth” in reports 
that he had counselled a more aggressive 
course and had been over-ruled by the 
Prime Minister or the war cabinet. That 
disposes of the notion that Chamberlain is 
the man to blame, if blame is due. 
Churchill, if any one, is the person who 
must be censured. 

Trondheim was not attacked by sea, 
as Sir Roger Keyes urged, because ‘‘the 
cost would have been disproportionate to 
the particular advantage to be gained”, 
and it was believed the land forces could 
capture the place. 

There were 12,000 Allied troops in 
southern and central Norway, and 120,000 
German troops. The choice was to with- 
draw the Allied forces “‘or leave them to be 
destroyed.” 

The enemy's line of communication in 
the Skagerrak could not be continuously 
patrolled because “The immense enemy 
air strength which can be brought to bear 
on our patrolling craft has made this 
method far too costly to be adopted.” 
The job of intercepting Nazi transports 
therefore had to be left to submarines. 

The reason Britain could not take the 
initiative in Norway was “that we had 
failed to achieve air parity with Germany” 
during ‘the last five years. Hence the 
existing air forces “had to be conserved” 
because ‘‘vital to Britain’s security.” As 
to this security Mr. Churchill stated; “At 
no time in the last war were we in greater 
peril than we are now.” 

These facts are not pleasant to read 
and contemplate. That cannot be helped 
They are facts; and that is what mattered 
in Norway and matters now. If this 
Statement had been made when the debate 
opened the discussion might have taken 
a different, more constructive 
useful course,

Safer And Costs Nothing

The police report that jay-walking has 
been fast losing popularity in Edmonton, 
now that it costs 50 cents per walk. Most 
of the offenders, it is said, are out-of- 
town folks who may not have heard of the 
new order of things, and who are me: 
fully let off with a warning not to do \ 
again. The officers add the interesting 
note that among city residents middle- 
aged housewives are found to be the hard- 


est to impress with the necessity of not 
trotting across a street in the middle of a 
block. If this seems to savor of a lack of 
gallantry on the part of the policemen it 
must be assumed they have the facts to 
prove the case. 

Perhaps there is some relation between 
the stoppage of jay-walking and the few- 
er fatalities which have occurred on the 
streets thus far in the year compared with 
the early months a year ago. In any case 
the coming of spring makes it more, not 
| less, the part of wisdom to loyally obey 
the law. While streets are slippery in 
winter, there are more cars using them 
in summer, and the hazard to pedestrians 
| appears to be greater in the latter rather 
than in the former season. Edmonton 
streets promise to be particularly busy 
during the coming summer, with more 
tourist cars in evidence than ever before. 
The walker who does his street-crossing 
| at the intersections only will be showing a 
prudent regard for his person as well as 
his pocket-book. 


The Allies would like to know whether

Italian papers are moved to ridicule by 
the spectacle of the British House of Com- 
mons debating the wisdom or unwisdom 
with which-the operations in Norway were 
carried on. Under orders of course from 

| Il Duce, to whom the spectacle is not only 
absurd but somewhat dangerous. The 
ridicule is intended to quench any desire 
on the part of the Roman citizens of the 
new order to be allowed to discuss the af- 
fairs of their country. 

A committee of the Calgary city coun- 
cil recommends that a person applying for 
a driver’s license should be examined as 
to his or her knowledge of traffic laws 
and regulations. A working familiarity 
with these being necessary to the safe 
operation of a motor car or truck, no 
doubt the highways would be in some 
degree less hazardous if the test were 
applied and licenses refused until appli- 
cants studied up the rules. Some present 
drivers seem to have only a hazy idea that 
there are any rules.

The Rowell Report 


Tt is a profound irony that such a report 
which, whatever it finds and recommends, must 
provide the means and material of thorough 
discussion of the whgle vexed question of the 
constitutional fabric Sf Canada, should find its 
way to the table of parliament in the midst of 
this war, For the constitutional reform of 
Canada can only be said to be less urgent than 
the conduct of the war. 

Even now there should be devised some way 
to prevent this report from fulfilling the legend 
which attaches by melancholy precedent to such 
means of initiating reform: Refer it to a Royal 
Commission and forget it—Vancouver Province. 


Lying Without Limit

Unemployment Insurance Coming 


The Government will introduce legislation at 
the coming session to provide for unemployment 
insurance, according to reports from Ottawa. 
The Government is committed to the policy and 
if the advantages of such a scheme are to be 
available after the war when employment will 
drop, it is clearly necessary to start it right away 
so as to accumulate the fund from which the 
benefits can be paid. With employment rising 
rapidly, the workers are also better able to make 
their contributions. 

It is not known yet what form the prospective 
legislation will take. The Government has made 
a further attempt this year to secure the consent 
of all the provinces to a constitutional amend- 
ment enabling the Dominion to provide a 
national scheme. This was strongly recom- 
mended by the National Employment Commis- 
sion headed by Mr. A. B. Purvis. Quebec may 
now be more willing to agree and if the prov- 
inces all do, that will simplify the matter. Fail- 
ing this, the Government could provide a scheme 
on the same basis as the old age pensions, invit- 
ing the co-operation of the provinces. 

The advantage of the national scheme is that 
it is national, and the employers of one province 
having this insurance could not complain of the 
competition of industries in another province 
which did not contribute to the scheme. The 
Federal Government would also be in a better 
position than the provinces to provide the un- 
employment assistance, or relief for those work- 
ers whose benefits were exhausted, and to pro- 
vide the most efficient, co-ordinated employ- 
ment service covering the whole country.—Win- 
nipeg Free Press

One hundred years ago today (May 19, 1840) 
William Lyon Mackenzie was (to use the words 
of his biographer, Charles Lindsey) “permitted 
to bid adieu to the horrors of what he called ‘the 
American Bastille’,” at Roghester, N.Y. 

The leader of the Canadian rebellion who 
Was never in a Canadian jail although there wa 
a price on his head, had been sentenced in June, 
1839, to be imprisoned for 18 months and pay a 
fine of $10 for having violated the neutrality 
laws of the United States. So that he served 
less than a year of his sentence, largely due to 
political influence being used in his favor at 
Washington. His sufferings during that imprison- 
ment were mental as much as physica), and are 
dealt with at length in the family history. Per- 
haps it can be best summarized by some verses 
written by Mackenzie himself in that prison cell 
and unknown to most Canadians: 


“Within a cell—a barred and lonely cell— 

He musing stands. Upon his limbs no chain 

To wake him from his tranceslike spell 

And clanking, writhe his heart in deeper 
pain. 


What was his crime? His country’s love! 
For her he fain had freedom gain'd; 

This was his offence. For well he strove— 
And, failing, freedom’s star too waned. 


He sought a home among the bravely free, 
He called for aid—for arms to crush the foe 
And asked for freedom's name would tamely

The act merely gave the govern- 
ment anthority to do so if oil was 
struck in the Peace River district 
of the province where the govern- 
ment started oi] drilling operations 
last Tuesday, the premier said.
